NATIVE SONS. 
Second D ay’s Proceedings of the Grand 
Parlor at Nevada City. 
N evada City, April 19th.—The Grand 
Parlor, N. S. tí. \\ met at 9:50 this morn­ 
ing.After opening in due form, reports from 
committees were called for. 
The Committee on the State of the Or­ 
der recommended an amendment to Sec­ 
tion 3 of Article V., changing the time 
of holding the election of grand officers 
from the last day of the session to any time 
daring the session. Much discussion fol­ 
lowed, resulting iu the motion being laid 
on the table for the time being. 
The resolution increasing the salary of 
the Grand Recording Secretary to $1,800 
per annum came up next and "was freely 
aud ably discussed. A motion to amend 
was carried, fixing the Secretary’s salary at 
$1.500 per year. 
The Committee on Ritual was granted 
further time. 
The report of the Grand Trustees was 
read and approved. Among other things, 
they recommended that all moneys col­ 
lected by District Deputy Graud Presidents 
he paid to the Grand Secretary within ten 
days after collection. 
The petition to change the name of Mar­ 
shall Parlor. No. 9, to Placerville Parlor, 
No. 9. was granted. 
This afternoon nearly aU the delegates 
availed themselves of tiie invitation from 
Hydraulic Parlor to visit the mines in this 
vicinity. The first visited was the Manza- 
nita hydraulic mine, ft was expected some 
time ago that arrangements would be made 
for putting up a monitor and running 
water through it for half an hour so as to 
show the visitors who had never seen hy­ 
draulic mining what it looked like. Al­ 
though no injury whatever would have 
happened from this short exhibition, the 
Anti-Debris Association caused notice to 
be given forbidding the turning on of wa­ 
ter. The absence of hydraulicking de­ 
tracted somewhat from the pleasure of the 
visitors, but they contented themselves 
with viewing the high banks at the mine 
and gathering specimens of petrified wood 
and other souvenirs. Leaving the Man- 
zanita mine the delegates, escorted bv mem­ 
bers of Hydraulic Parlor, proceeded to the 
principal quartz mines. The¡Mountaineer, 
Merrirield and Providence mines were vis­ 
ited, at each ot which the visitors were 
shown every courtesy by the Superintend­ 
ents and others in charge. Many delegates 
donned suits of miners’ clothing and 
were lowered into the depths to inspect 
the underground 
workings. 
R. C. 
Walrath, of the Providence mine, showed 
the visitors through the fine mill and re­ 
duction works connected with the mine, 
explaining the various proceedings through 
which quartz passes before the precious 
metal is obtained. ¡Specimens of ore weie 
given all who desired them, and there were 
few who did not accept a piece of quartz to 
carry home as a remembrance of this visit 
to the Nevada quarlz mines. Among the 
party were several ladies, who seemed to 
enjoy the trip as well as the members of 
the sterner sex. 
Altogether, the afternoon excursion was 
the most agreeable, and everyone, from the 
Grand Officers down, express the greatest 
satisfaction aud pleasure.

ARIZONA. 
Great Canal Schem e to R eclaim 180,000 
Acres of Land. 
Yuma, April 19th.—Colonel G. W. Nor­ 
ton, the civil engineer who located the line 
of the Central Pacific Railway through the 
Sierras, is the originator of a' scheme that 
will, if consummated, add immeasurably 
to the wealth and prosperity of this county. 
His idea is to build a canal’fifty miles long, 
and costing $1,000,000, to carry water from 
the Gila and Colorado rivers to irrigate the 
alluvial lands in this section. Colonel 
Norton and John W. Dorrington, Presi­ 
dent of the Mohawk Canal Company, have 
matured the former's plans aud have sub­ 
mitted them to a syndicate of capitalists, 
who have unqualifiedly indorsed their 
practicability, with the assurance of ample 
financial encouragement. It is thought 
that the canal will reclaim not less than 
1S0.Ü00 acres of as rich and productive land 
as there is on the continent. 


MEXICO. 
Another Am erican Juurnallst Im prisoned 
for Libeling a M exican. 
E l Paso (Tex.), Aprii 19th.—Pedro Gar­ 
cia. editor of the Obserrator Fronterizo, lan­ 
guishes in Cutting’s old cell in the Paso 
del Norte jail for calling the Mayor I'ro- 
vincio of Paso del Norte a drunkard, and 
I’robert. the Tax Collector of the Slate of 
Chihuahua, a robber. Garcia published 
his paper in El Paso, and wafi arrested in 
the act of circulating it in Paso del Norte, 
the Mexican side of the river. It is identi­ 
cal with Cutting's case. The Mexican Gov­ 
ernment exercised the right of extra-terri­ 
torial jurisdiction, excepting that Garcia 
is a native Spaniard, and is held for cir­ 
culating and not publishing a libel.

V ictoria, April I9th.— While a miner 
named Tom Harris was working under a 
sloping roof at a coal mine at Nanaimo, it 
fell, breaking his neck and killing him in­ 
stantly.

The dress is often a princess, made 
in one piece, and thus instantly adjusted.

With half-fitting 
jacket or long cloak perfect ease and loose­ 
ness are both possible, and sleeves may he 
as one will. Woman’s dress has never, in 
modern times, been more really what it 
should be in all its outward expression and 
adaptation to modern needs.

Encourage Men to Own H om es. 
A man’s first duties are to his family and 
himself. The Slate should not make those 
primary duties more difficult by taxing any 
of the necessaries of life. The necessity fur 
the major portion of the enormous revenue 
needed by Government arises from vice 
and folly in their various forms. The 
causes of taxation should bear the burden 
of taxation. All public revenues should 
be drawn from indirect taxes upon conduct 
and conditions more or less inimical to the 
general welfare. Luxuries, vices, follies, 
excessive wealth, and all conduct, either of 
citizens or foreigners, which tends to gen­ 
erate evil and injustice, should be taxed as 
far as practicable. Such a system of taxa­ 
tion would necessarily have a correlative 
effect, viz.: Tlae encouragement of virtuous 
acts by treeing them from public burdens. 
Instead of a policy which would make it 
impossible for any individual ever to be­ 
come the absolute owner of a homestead— 
that would make mankind more no­ 
madic and lessen their interest in and af­ 
fection for their homes—the State should 
encourage every man to get a piece of 
ground and a home of his own. To this 
end, all homesteads to a limited amount of 
value should be exempt both from taxa­ 
tion and from attachment for debt. The 
tendency of such a measure would be 
silently to prevent and cure the evil of a 
monopoly of land by a comparatively few, 
as well as the evil of a tenant population 
with little interest in the soil upon which 
their toil and lives are spent.—John Philip 
Phillips, in the American Magazine. 


Don't Toy W ith th e O strich.—It is 
possible that many readers of the introduc­ 
tory chapter to Rider Haggard's last novel, 
“ Jess,” regarded the hem s fight with the 
ostrich as a simple display of the author's 
imaginative powers, and treated his descrip­ 
tion of the bird's combative powers with 
skepticism. I)r. Horace Jayne and Dr. E. 
A. Kelley of the biological department of 
the University of Pennsylvania, have been 
dissecting the ostrich which died recently 
at the Zoological Gardens. Dr. Javne saiii 
yesterday that he had found as the result 
of his research that the accounts of the 
Dowers of the ostrich were not exaggerated 
in the least, and that the bird couid’ easily 
strike a man dead with a single blow of its 
leg. “ \Y e found over a dozen stones and 
broken pieces of brick in its gizzard.” said 
Dr. Jayne, " which it swallows to help the 
digestion of food. We only found two 
copper cents instead of the hidden treas­ 
ures we had been led to expect. The 
muscles under the wings, contrary to the 
rule in other birds, were but slightly devel­ 
oped, while the muscles of the legs were 
very strong.''—Philadelphia Preen.

A FIERCE AND FATAL CYCLONE 
IN VIRGINIA. 


The Proposed California Soldiers’ 
H om e—Two Thousand Tons ot 
Coin—Death of a Railroad Man.

THE PACIFIC ROADS. 
Tlielr R epresentatives to Appear Before 
the Interstate Commission. 
W ashington, April 19th.—[Special.]— 
George Gray, representing the Northern 
Pacific, and Judge Dillon, United States 
District Judge of Iowa ; Charles H. Tweed, 
of New York, and Joseph K. McCammon. 
former Assistant Attorney-General, and at­ 
torneys for other Pacific roads were in the 
city to-day in consultation. On Thursday 
and Friday next they will appear by ap­ 
pointment before the’Interstate Commerce 
Commission to argue in favor of a suspen­ 
sion of the long aud short haul clauses of 
the Interstate Commerce Act, as applied to 
the transcontinental lines. 
It is claimed by the Pacific slope people 
that this has its greatest effect on trans­ 
continental business, as California is at one 
end of the long haul; and on this ground 
it claimed a representative on the Commis­ 
sion, and now' asks a suspension of the 
principal feature of the Act. 


HIS BUTTONS RESTORED. 
The President Saves a Young Army Lieu- 
tcuaut l'rom Disgrace. 
W ashington, April 10:h.—The President 
has disapproved and set aside the fin lings 
and sentence of the Court-martial in the 
case of Second-Lieutenant Benjamin S. 
Weaver, of the First Infantry. Lieutenant 
Weaver wiis charged with conduct unbe­ 
coming an officer and gentleman, in ut­ 
tering fraudulent checks, neglecting to pay 
borrowed money, absence without leave, 
making false statements, using a fictitious 
name, disobedience of orders, and conduct 
to the prejudice of good order and dis­ 
cipline in transferring his pay account be­ 
fore it became due. To the last specifica­ 
tion the Lieutenant pleaded guilty, and 
the Court, which met at the Presidio at 
San'Francisco, found him guilty of the 
charges of neglecting to pay debts, of 
falsely stating that he was absent on leave, 
of absenting himself without ieave, dis­ 
obedience of orders and transferring his 
pay account. The sentence of the Court 
was that Lieutenant Weaver lie dismissed 
from the service. 
The President’s reasons for disapproving 
this sentence are the fact that two mem­ 
bers of the Court were improperly dis­ 
charged during the trial, and that then, if 
•he findings were sustained, there is testi­ 
mony before him tending to show such ab­ 
sence of wilful intent to offend against the 
military law and army regulations that 
sentence less severe than dismissal would 
abundantly subserve the ends of discipline 
and sufficiently vindicate the wholesale 
s rictures of army regulations. 


SOLDIERS' HOM E. 
The National Hoard to Visit California 
in June to Choose a Site. 
New Y ork, April 19th.—The Board of 
Managers of the N^ional Home for Dis­ 
abled Volunteer rieWers met in this citv this 
afternoon. The Board received propositions 
for the location of the proposed new Home 
on the Pacific slope from Napa valley, Los 
Angeles and Santa Rosa.. The Board will 
visit California in June for the purpose of 
selecting a suitable site for the new Home. 
General W. H. Franklin was elected Presi­ 
dent, Colonel L. A. Harris and General 
John A. Martin Vice-Presidents, and Gen­ 
eral M. T. McMahon Secretary. There are 
now 8.000 persons under the charge of the 
Board, and new Homes are to be erected 
at Leavenworth, Ks.. and Dayton, O.

Strong Suspicion of Incendiarism Against 
Anarchists. 
New Y ork, April 19th.—[Special.]—It 
may or may not be true that the burning 
of the New York Zeitnnn, in Frankfort 
street, was the work of Anarchists. At 
police headquarters there is much con­ 
jecture on the subject. The Superinteud- 
ent lias received important information 
justifying the belief that the conflagration 
was the work of an incendian-, but beyond 
that fact the details are withheld from 
publication. If the followers of Johan 
Most feel themselves aggrieved at the sus­ 
picions of which they are the subject, they 
have only themselves to blame for it. At 
their recent meetings the language of tüeir 
orators has been more incendiary than at 
any time heretofore. The Fire’ Marshal 
had a long conference with Mr. Mayer, one 
of the proprietors of the paper, during the 
day. Afier it was over, the former said 
the circumstances connected with the affair 
were exceedingly suspicious, and warranted 
them in making a most searching investi­ 
gation. 
ANOTHER CYCLONE. 
It Tears Through Virginia W ith Fatal 
and Destructive Effect. 
S u ffo lk (Vs.), April 19th.—Last night 
a cyclone visited this section with fatal aiid 
destructive efiect. Its track was about 100 
yards^ide. The house of John Wright, 
six miles north of Miffolk, was completely 
demolished. Mr. Wright and his wile and 
young sister and James Luke were iu the 
house at the time. Mrs. Wright and Mr. 
Luke were instantly killed, the young girl 
fatally injured, and Mr. Wright seriously 
hurt. Much other damage was done to 
property along the path of the cyclone. 
Death oi a Railroad President. 
N ew A of.k , April 19th. — Alexander 
Mitchell, President of the Chicago, Mil­ 
waukee r.nd St. Paul Railroad, died this 
afternoon at the Hoffman House, where he 
had been stopping for the last two weeks.

It consists largely of 
securities of various kinds, as outside of his 
magnificent residence on Grand avenue, the 
Chamber of Commerce and Mitchell Bank 
buildings, he has comparatively small land­ 
ed possessions. He is known to have left a 
will. It was made three years ago. bat B. 
K. Miller, who drew it up, refuses to 
divulge its contents.

Opposition of the Bishops to the Irish 
Coercion Bill. 
Toronto, April 19th.—A large and enthu­ 
siastic anti-coercion bill meeting was held 
here last night, and appropriate resolutions 
were passed. Letters of regret, because of 
their inability to be present, were received 
from Archbishop Lynch. Bishop Cleary 
and Bishop Mahoney. They also sent con­ 
tributions to the anti-eviction fund. 
London Notes. 
London, April 19ih.—The Prince of 
Wales will start the Jubilee yacht race 
from the South End pier. 
The Colonial Conference took up for con­ 
sideration to-day Canada's proposal for the 
establishment of an alternative mail route 
to and from China and Australia, via the 
Canadian Pacific Railway. The discussion 
was adjourned until to-morrow. 
The Liberal papers to-day print a black 
list of sixty-five Liberal-Unionists who got 
their seats by protesting they were against 
coercion, and retained them in order to 
make coercion permanent. 
Three Liberal-Unionists voted against 
the second reading of the Irish Crimes Act 
amendment bill in the House of Commons 
last night. Six Conservatives, six Glad- 
stqnites, ten Liberal-Unionists and three 
Irish Nationalists were absent. 
Primrose Day, the anniversary of the 
death of Lord Benconsfield. was generally 
observed by the Conservatives. 
The New Mahdi. 
Cairo, April 19th.—The delegates of the 
new Mahdi had an audience yesterday 
with the Khedive, to whom they presented 
letters from the Mahdi to the Khedive, the 
Queen of England and the Sultan of Tur­ 
key. In the letter to the Khedive, the 
Mahdi says: “ If you will recognize me as 
the true Mahdi, you will be saved and we 
will be triends. Otherwise, I will march 
forward, and the same fate will befall you 
as overtook your Generals.” The Ma’hdi 
addresses Queen Victoria as the favorite of 
her people. 
R ather Too Suggestive. 
Sofia. April 19th.—A Russian war ship 
was engaged in practice tiring off' Varna, 
yesterday, and caused great alarm among 
the people of the town. The Bulgarian 
authorities protested against a repetition of 
such tiring. 
A Native Chief Assassinated. 
London, April 19th.—A dispatch from 
Mandalay says that the Dacoit leader, 
Hlaoo, has been killed by one of his own 
tribe, and that the villagers are rejoiciDg 
over his death. 
D eath of a F'rench Adm iral.

ENGLISH OPINION. 
It is Coming Round to Parnell's Side of 
the Q uestion. 
ÍRecord- Union r Special Cdbtr.rram—Oopi/rbjhtei 
by Hit New York Tribune.

New Y ork, April 20th—a. m.—The tri­ 
bune's London special says: Parnell’s denial 
of the authenticity of the letter published 
in yesterday's Times has made, beyond 
question, a deep impression on the House 
of Commons. The printed testimony of 
the Chief Tory observer in the House re­ 
ceived his statement very cordially, so I 
think does the English public. Parnell 
has, 
in 
fact, 
taken 
the 
boldest 
of 
all 
possible 
lines. Instead 
of 
admitting the genuineness of the signa­ 
ture. but denying that it belonged to tho 
letter approving the murder of Burke, it 
declares the signature itself a villainous, 
barefaced forgery. This is held here to be 
“ burning his boats.” If the Times can 
prove his sienature to be genuine Parnell 
has cut off his own retreat. Accordingly 
everybody looked in the Times this morn­ 
ing for the history of the letter, a full ac­ 
count of the circumstances under which 
it was written, how it came into 
their hands, who wrote the body of 
the 
letter, and 
above 
all, 
the 
name of the person (if not Egan) to whom, 
it was addressed. None of this testimony 
is forthcoming. People were inclined yes­ 
terday to believe the letter authentic on 
priori grounds, and because it was thought 
incredible that the times should publish 
such a document in fac-simile unless it 
had means of proving beyond question its 
genuineness. They disbelieve it to-day, 
because the evidence, if it exists, is with­ 
held by tbe Times. 


Chewing Gum.— The use of chewing gum 
is said to be on the increase. The press 
crusade against the obnoxious habit has 
not, therefore, had the desired success. 
But expert chewers have a way of enjoying 
the delights of tbe wax which is so unos­ 
tentatious that the operation is barely per­ 
ceptible to even close observers.

THE SCHOOL-BOOKS AGAIN. 


The most prominent subject of debate in 
journals of the State at this time is the 
State school text-lmoks, and the alleged 
attempt to break down the new system of 
providing the schools with books. 
We 
have yet to see any pajicr of any conse­ 
quence whatever that has a single word to 
say in defense of the assaults made upon 
the school-book system. The public voice 
is oue of threatening anger against any 
and all schemes to cast discredit upon or 
to weaken the effort of the State to free 
herself utterly from the grip of the book 
rings. 
“ Fair play is a jewel ” among men ; it 
ought to be as proverbially true between 
men and the State. The State school-book 
system must have fair play. 
Whoever at­ 
tempts to prevent it, will be crushed be­ 
neath the weight of public indignation. 
There is no politics in this matter; be he 
Republican or Democrat, whoever schemes 
to thwart the law and bring the plan < f 
its school-book experiment to ruin, had 
better never Iteen born. 
The people 
of California are in no mood to be trifled 
with in this matter. Next to the Govern­ 
ment itself, the common schools are pre­ 
cious to them; they will not view with 
complacency any assaults or vicious criti­ 
cisms made upon their effort to improve 
them, and conserve their economical con­ 
duct. 
Accepting the official statement 
as 
true, 
we 
have 
not 
shared 
in any 
of the alarm awakened or the fears 
entertained that some of the counties may 
be driven back to contracts with book 
houses by reason of failure on the part of 
the State to anticipate the full demand, 
and we do not now. 
hile it is true that newspaper charges 
are not of necessity to command official 
attention, in this ease the matter has 
passed beyond the stage when it can be 
put aside, and accordingly one of the 
State officers mast deeply interested has, 
deemed it sufficiently serious to demand a 
reply by him through the medium of a 
Kan Francisco pa¡>er. 
We have confidence 
in the Governor and the Board of Educa­ 
tion that they will see the law carried out 
faithfully, and will not willingly permit 
the new book system to take harm. 
One of the allegations made in the 
present hot debate is that the unexpended 
fund for publishing the text-liooks will 
lapse at the end of the present fiscal year, 
and should therefore lie used immediately 
in increasing the stock of books on hand. 
In making this charge the San Francisco 
Kiammer is.in error—we prefer to believe 
unwittingly so. We are authorized by the 
State Controller to say that t Ire appropria­ 
tion will not lapse, but may be used at any 
time. 
It is the remainder of the sum 
originally appropriated for the compiling, 
printing and binding of the books. No 
time was named in the law within which 
the money must be expended. It mav 
therefore be drawn upon at any time for 
the purpose for which intended. 
This 
clears one of the disputed and serious 
questions out of the way, and the others, 
as will be seen by our local columns, are 
disposed of by equally as authoritative 
declaration. 


THE BLUNDER OF "THE TIMES." 


There are evidences that the American 
system is making headway in England. 
\ \ hen 
the 
staid 
and 
solemn-browed 
“ Thunderer” descends to such plans for 
defeat of its political enemy as the publi­ 
cation of forged letters, we are reminded of 
the Morey-letter episode in one of our re­ 
cent Presidential campaigns. The “ trick,” 
i! the Times was really imposed upon, is 
peculiarly American, hut which by over­ 
doing has here lost much of its cunning. 
<4ur people have come to look with more 
than suspicion upon political letters pub­ 
lished as genuine that purport to convict 
the writer oi inconsistency or deceit. 
The 
To.tee, in adopting the American plan, is 
taking up a weapon of politics that is fall­ 
ing into disuse with us—still, its attempt 
justifies the belief that American politi 
methods are making 
headway in 
m other country. The dispatches conv 
th e intelligence that Parnell has, even 
.the satisfaction of the Tories in the Com­ 
mons, established the truth of his denial 
th at he wrote the letter printed in the 
Times committing bin. to approval of the 
Phcenix I‘ark assassinations. The man' - 
denial ought to be strong testimony in it 
self, for in all th at his bitterest enemies 
have said of him, we do not recall a single ' 
charge of want of integrity, or that his j 
.character is blemished by untrutkfulness. 
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Nor is it reasonable to lielieve th at P ar­ 
nell was at any time so idiotic as to pen a 
letter committing him to approval of m ur­ 
der, or that he was so lacking in ordinary 
tact as to thus put himself into the power 
of any man. 
But he has fortified his de­ 
nial by occular proofs that the signature 
purjiorting to he his is unlike the genuine 
in several respects. 
The alleged recipiént 
of the letter as emphatically denies re­ 
ceiving any such document as the Times 
publishes, as Parnell does the writing of it. 
To clinch the whole matter, Parnell chal­ 
lenges the Times to prove the authenticity 
of the epistle and to disclose the source 
from which it procured it. 
It is altogether 
probable that the great English journal 
lias lieen imposed upon in its effort to do 
a little sensational business. 
It is a pren­ 
tice hand in such work, and by its method 
demonstrates how blundering it is. 
No 
American newspaper would be “ taken in ” 
by a forgery th at so little resembles the 
handw riting forged as to om it the most 
striking characteristics of a signature. 
Before the 
great English journal at­ 
tempts anything like the Parnell letter 
again, it should send across the water for a 
first-class American sensational journalist, 
to bring the affair upon the boards in good 
style and give it the air of genuineness. 
The American 
sensational 
newspaper 
manager who cannot give a forged letter a 
longer lease of life than twenty-four hours 
would lie written down as himself a fraud. 


T h e di.s|K)sition of much o f journal­ 
ism in America is to “ jump at conclu­ 
sions.” 
The so-called “ enterprise” of 
newspapers tends to drive journalists to 
hasty estimates of men and things in the 
eagerness to be first with the news and 
comment. As a result suspicion is pre­ 
sented oftener than proof. The conserva­ 
tism that withholds judgment until it is 
assured of the truth of a charge is stigma­ 
tized as “ old fogvism,” while the haste and 
rashness that treats a charge very much as 
if it were a decree of conviction is styled 
“ enterprise.” 
It follows that fully one- 
half, if not more, of the so-called sensa­ 
tional disclosures by the “ enterprising 
press ” turn out to be unwarranted. Com­ 
mon justice would demand that in these 
cases as full and fair statement of the 
errors made should be published as char­ 
acterized the publicity given to the charge. 
But this is by no means the rule. The first 
statement and conclusion is very likely 
to occupy columns and command attention 
by a spectacular display of headings; the 
correction or retraction is most generally 
disposed of in a few solid and obscure 
lines. The conscientious man in private 
life who wrongs his neighbor will make 
haste on discovery of his error to right 
the error as fully and publicly as he as­ 
sailed him. 
Not so the modern enter­ 
prising newspaper. It is beneath its dig­ 
nity, and held to be damaging to its repu 
tation for enterprise, to retract; such cor­ 
rection as it makes, therefore, is very likely 
to take on the appearance of compulsion. 
Very naturally the people discover this 
unfaii- and meanly selfish, disposition, -and 
as a result first statements by the news­ 
papers are nearly always accepted with 
such allowance and under such mental 
reservations, that the credit of the press, 
generally, the innocent with the guilty, is 
seriously injured. 
Such journalists as 
have given special attention to the sub­ 
ject have discovered this truth, and it 
is by no means a pleasant revelation. 
The sensational press has blown the trum­ 
pet of alarm concerning the school-book 
supply, and with the re.-ult of alarming 
other States about to follow the example of 
California. 
Yet, if it should turn out, as 
we believe it will, that there never was 
and is not any foundation for the “ scare” 
the press that has been loudest in awaken­ 
ing fears, and most persistent in borrowing 
trouble, will, without concerning itself to 
ascertain the facts, we venture to say dis­ 
miss the subject with t lie briefest reference, 
or none at all—most likely the latter. 
It 
would be safe to wager, indeed, that not a 
single leaded article, or so much as a 
“ double head,” will be accorded the truth 
when the hour comes that it must be 
known. 
If those who are at all curious 
upon this tonic will observe closely, they 
will find that the sensational press—of 
California, especially—adheres as closely 
as it dares to do to the vicious rule, “ never 
retract.” 


T o-d a y is the anniversary of the birth 
of General Grant and the occasion is to be 
observed with fitting ceremonial at Pitts­ 
burg, Pennsylvania, where Hon. Roscoe 
Conkling is to deliver the commemorative 
oration. Few men are as well qualified as he 
for this task, and we may reasonably expect 
from him a masterly effort and a treatment 
covering largely the field of national im­ 
portance and progress. There does not 
seem to be any good reason to estimate this 
appearance of Mr. Conkling upon the pop­ 
ular rostrum as indicating his return to 
active political life, though why lie should 
not, it is difficult to understand. No polit­ 
ical influence will esteem Mr. Conkling's 
advoiacy or opposition as otherwise than 
highly important. As a representative 
American statesman, and a man of broad 
ami elevated views, he commands a wide 
field and speaks for a large following.

The San Francisco Post of last evening 
said : 
The long and short haul provision of the 
interstate commerce law is so obviously 
inimical to the interests of this coast that 
we are apt to forget that other parts of the 
country are quite as seriously affected by 
it. Investments aggregating ’$150,000,000, 
has announced that the enforcement of 
this provision would seriously injure the 
tuanufacturies of New England, though 
operating as a protective tariff in favor of 
the central western portions of the coun­ 
try. e * * s The principle of fixing 
rates in proportion to the length of the 
haul is denounced by some of the Eastern 
papers as a direct reversal of the natural 
tendency of transportation charges, which 
is said to set strongly in the direction of 
charging approximately the same price, 
without regard to distance. The govern­ 
ment recognizes a sort of equity in this 
method by making its charges for carrying 
mail matter the same, whether it is carried 
a block or three thousand miles. The gen­ 
eral average which the Government in this 
instance finds it just and expedient to 
strike, is reached in railroad transportation 
by the automatic action of free competi­ 
tion. It once cost more to bring paper to 
this city from Paper Mill Creek, in Marin 
county, than to bring it arouml Cape Horn, 
and yet no one ever suggested in tbis, and 
numberless other cases like it. that the 
cost of long and short hauls should be ad­ 
justed by law. 
W hy transportation by 
sea. by river, canal, or ordinary road should 
not be subjected to the same restrictions as i 
transportation by rail has not yet been ex- 1 
plained, and probably cannot be. 
One j 
thing is certain—whatever evils exist un- i 
cer free competition the Government is only 
negatively responsible for. while it is di­ 
rectly responsible for the evils arising u n ­ 
der the interstate law.

In accordance with these invitations a 
company of little less than fifty persons 
assembled last night in the main parlor of 
the club. All the furniture of the spacious 
apartm ent had been removed, leaving the 
entire center of the parlor free. At a few 
minutes after 9 o’clock two men, recog­ 
nized as foreigners, who are “.m em bers” 
of the club, stepped into the center of the 
apartment, each with a fencing foil in his 
hand. The one was clothed throughout in 
white, the other dressed from head to foot 
in black velvet. 
A t the word from the master of cere­ 
monies they saluted each other three times 
with all the deferential courtesy of the days 
when chivalry in France was at its best, 
their weapons as they saluted cutting the 
air with a loud swish. At another word 
from him who acted as master of the tour­ 
ney they had crossed swords. The man in 
white was named Van Schavk, and repre­ 
sented Germany. The man in black was 
named Troncbet, and represented France. 
The duel was for four points out of seven. 
For several minutes they lunged, and 
feinted, and parried with wonderful grace 
and skill, the room ringing with the ac­ 
clamations and plaudits of the spectators. 
Then the champion of France attacked 
Germany with fierce elal, forcing the latter 
to yield, step by step, until with a rapid 
pass the point of France’s weapon struck 
full upon Germany's breast. (One point 
for France.) 
The antagonists bowed, stepped apart, 
and again, at a word from the master of 
ceremonies, stepped forward and crossed 
swords. The result of this second bout was 
that Germany scored a point. The third 
and fourth bouts were won successively by 
France, and with the score three to one, it 
looked very much as if France were to 
carry th e 'd a y ; but the fortune of war 
veered with the filth bout, and as France 
made an onslaught, Germany’s foil struck 
clean home, just above the’ heart. The 
next round was short, and resulted in the 
German hotly thrusting his sword into the 
Frenchm an’s neck. 
Then came the final and decisive bout, 
which was watched by the spectators with 
pent-up enthusiasm . 
The champions at 
first fenced with great caution, the French­ 
man finally attacking with that fierceness 
which had 
characterized 
his method 
throughout. Suddenly a sharp cry went 
up from several of the spectators, and the 
master of ceremonies excitedly screamed 
out the order to halt. There’were, how­ 
ever, three or four more sharp passes be­ 
fore the order was obeyed. It was then 
perceived by all that the button from the 
point of France’s foil had become de­ 
tached, and that therefore the Frenchm an 
had Iteen fighting with the naked point. 
The German champion had literally been 
battling for bis life. A new foil was pro­ 
cured, and the duel resumed. A few min­ 
utes later Germany scored the fourth and 
final point, and the fiercely-contested fight 
was at an end. France saluted the victor, 
and both contestants withdrew.

The next event on the programme was 
the grand final event of the night—the 
contest between Maurice Bernhardt and the 
Unknown.

By some he was

He was dressed in a 
suit of white linen, and looked handsome, 
lithe and strongly built. 
His antagonist 
followed, a few seconds 
later, heavily 
masked. He was a good deal shorter than 
Bernhardt, but very heavily built. 
Both 
fighters wore stout canvas shoes heavily 
soled. They used six-ounce gloves. The 
master of ceremonies preceded the calling 
of time with the following somewhat om­ 
inous rem arks—in French :. 
Henttanen : In the event of either of these com­ 
batants being hurt, you are requested not to 
crowd around him, as he will need air and the 
doctorwill need room to work. In the event of 
either receiving serious injury, it will lie a mat­ 
ter of honor with you not to divulge any partic­ 
ulars of a compromising nature. 
Time was then called. The two antag­ 
onists met and sparred cautiously. The 
unknown opened with two light blows on 
Bernhardt's face, and Bernhardt retaliated 
with a blow on the ear. following it up 
with a kick in the side. Then the fighters 
went at it " hammer and tongs.” 
They struck at and kicked each other all 
over the body, more kicking being done 
than boxing. They stooped their guards 
towards each other’s feet, guarding more 
against legs than against arms. 
They 
kicked each other’s shins, stomachs anil 
sides, some of the kicks reaching as high 
as the neck and head. 
Bernhardt was 
wonderfully agile, his great length of iintbs 
standing him to advantage in kicking. His 
antagonist was very clever, botn in guard­ 
ing and in feinting, and his blows from both 
extremities were very effective. 
At the expiration of five minutes time 
was called, and after three minutes’ rest 
the fighters were at it again. Bernhardt 
was knocked down three times in this 
round, but succeeded in punching his an­ 
tagonist severely with his feet. In the 
third round Bernhardt was knocked or 
kicked down five times, and his antagonist 
twice. Bernhardt was also kicked severely 
in the small of the back and on the side of 
the head, and it looked as if he were about 
to lose the match. 
Toward the close 
of the 
round 
he 
received 
a fearful 
kick on the knee-cap, which made him 
cry out in anger and in pain. L ikeafiash. 
lie gathered himself together, and, spring­ 
ing suddenly high in air, he landed with 
both feet full upon his antagonist's abdo­ 
men. The latter dropped like a shot, 
Bernhardt 
tailing 
heavily upon him. 
Bernhardt rose, limping, trom his recum­ 
bent position. At his feet lay his masked 
antagonist, writhing in agony and with 
blood coming from his nose and mouth. 
The unknown was 
knocked 
out, and 
Maurice Bernhardt had won the match. 
a la taratia, as that style of fighting is 
knotsn in France. 
As the conquered one was receiving m in­ 
istrations at the hands of the doctor, and 
as the conqueror was being toasted in 
bumpers of champagne, the English-speak­ 
ing spectators quickly agreed among them ­ 
selves that “ la solatia ” was about the most 
relentless form of contest that they had 
ever witnessed.

believing that figures from such source 
ought to be satisfactory in making a re­ 
vised calculation as to the supply on hand 
being sufficient. It was found that of the 
counties which will take the State series of 
books the present season, the Superintend­ 
ents of all counties but four have submitted 
estimates, and do not diifer materially 
from those fixed by the former State School 
Board. Some of the counties are given a 
little higher and others less, but in the ag­ 
gregate they do not exceed the num ber of 
thousands decided upon by Superintendent 
W elcker and approved bv the old Board, 
and which the present Board have used as 
a basis. The new estimates confirm those 
figures. 
According to the representations of a 
San Francisco paper, Superintendent An­ 
derson, of the schools of that city, would 
have it appear that there were not books 
enough on hand tq supply the schools of 
that city. 
In fact, he is reported to have 
said so. 
His estimate of the num ber of 
books the schools of'San Fraucisco will 
need during the present year has, however 
been received by the State Superintendent, 
and it makes an entirely different showing. 
His figures a re : 10,000 of first readers, 
15.000 second readers. 10,000 third readers] 
20.000 spellers, and 10,000 arithmetics. To­ 
tal, 71,000. 
The estimates of County Superintendents 
are all based upon the books "that it is sup­ 
posed will be required to January 1, 18S8. 
And the total for the counties whose con­ 
tracts have expired (less four counties not 
received) is 101,380. Estimating these four 
counties in the same ratio as those re­ 
ported. it would make 13.0S4 more, and a 
total of 114,404. The num ber of volumes 
on hand April 1, 1887, was 130,231. Sub­ 
tract from this the 114,404 and it leaves a 
balance on hand the 1st of next January of 
15,707. This certainly ought to be accepted 
—based upon estimates just made by the 
Superintendents of Ihe counties to be sup­ 
plied, including San Francisco, asa reason­ 
ably safe calculation, and sufficient to stop 
the clamor that there are not books enough 
for tue present season. 
The purpose of the oid Board in publish­ 
ing the entire am ount supposed to be 
needed until January 1, 1888, thus in ad­ 
vance, was to keep the way clear for pub­ 
lishing the arithm etic and'gram m ar, with­ 
out interruption, as soon as they were ready 
for the press. The arithmetic is now being 
printed, and the edition will be of! the press 
in about three weeks, and a full supply will 
be bound and ready before the beginning of 
the school year. 
It is intended then, alter 
this work is out of the way. a second edi­ 
tion of the readers and spellers will be is­ 
sued. This is the “ long and short haul ” 
of the present status of the school-book 
matter.

en th u sia stic D escrip tion of F red A. T aft’s 
D og D orr. ' 
A Sacramento correspondent of the New 
York Sun sends that paper the following 
cominurticatlon relative to a very intelli­ 
gent and extremely well trained dog, well- 
known by reputation at least to all lovers 
of dog and gun in this portion of the State: 
The most intelligent hunting dog in this 
or any other State is the Gordon setter 
Dorr, the exclusive property of Fred A. 
Taft, of Truckee, in Nevada countv. W hat 
this dog doesn't know is not worth bother­ 
ing about, and what he doesn’t do is simply 
what he has no inclination to.

Dorr doesn t try to do anything easy ; his 
hobby is to tackle everything that is’ diffi­ 
cult. He has a way, when Mr. Taft is talk­ 
ing dog, of coming in with a candlestick, 
containing a lighted candle, in his mouth, 
and trying to induce his master to be 
lighted up to bed. W hen Mr. Taft was at 
the field trials at Hanford last winter Dorr 
was a nine-day wonder. 
Every night the 
hotel bar-room was crowded with ranchers 
who came miles to see him perform. After 
being only one day in town, he went regu­ 
larly every evening to the I’ostoffice for his 
master’s mail, and to the railway station for 
the newspaper. 
He did whatever he was 
told to do. The most difficult tasks were 
set him by those who came to see him. and 
he persevered until he accomplished them 
One night Dorr was asked to retrieve a 
ten-cent piece thrown intoa stable-pail full 
to the brim with water. He stuck his head 
under the water and kept it there forty-one 
seconds, when lie succeeded in getting the 
cbia between his teeth. 
Afterward, with­ 
out being told, he went out of doors to 
shake himself. The same evening he took 
a needle out ol a pail full of water, and car­ 
ried the pail, without spilling a drop, out 
to the barn. 
W hen be came back be

Dorr leads his master's horse by the 
halter when Mr. Taft tries to sneak up on 
a flock of ducks. 
He will also tow Mr. 
Taft s gunning boat for 
miles by the 
painter. 
He lias a wonderful nose, but 
doesn't point birds except for bis owner. 
Nif cripple, whether snipe or swan, can get 
away from him. He is not older to-day 
than many dogs of half his age. His af­ 
fection for bis master is most pleasant to 
contení pílate. 
When Mr. Taft was riding 
around at the field trials, and bis boot 
slipped oft'. L>orr piicked it up and carried 
it for miles before Mr. Taft discovered bis 
loss.

In this city there were sev­ 
eral light sprinkles of rain during the after­ 
noon and last evening, with indications of 
bad weather being at hand. 
A large num ber of immigrants are m ak­ 
ing their way to the upper portion of the 
State from the south, having arrived on the 
coast by the Southern route, but not find­ 
ing in the lower counties the land they 
desired at a reasonable price, they are trav­ 
eling further north.

The average Signal Service temperature 
in Sacramento yesterday was 54 4°, which 
is exactly the average tem perature during 
nine years, for the 19th day of April. Yes­ 
terday’s can therefore be said to have been 
the usual kind of weather in this city on 
the lOih day of April. 
The highest'and 
lowest tem perature was 67° and 42°. with 
fresh to brisk southerly winds and clear to 
cloudy weather, with "light showers during 
the afternoon, but they were inappreciable 
in am ount.

The impor­ 
tance to Colusa county, also, of finding 
flowing water in that section of usually 
quite light rainfall cannot be over-esti­ 
mated.
